Now mr groat-grand- 
Intlmr li doa>l— lias booa dead (or some 
f .-aril— and I don't l>ku to contrad ot 
h • op'n'ona, breauao be can't take \xjt 
turn ot opiKta'ng m'nc; bat I ilo tUnii 
lie woulil have nlluwcil that thoro am 
rxi*v|il uua to tito ruliv Surely Mr. 
Auf(iitluii Iliill'Av.iy. till' arlisU wa.i 
Inch aD axi-0|itiuii, fur a moiu moilcsL 
k ixlly, a ncoro and |;cuoroiH pi'moii I 
never know, yet bis oyoa crosaod tn tho 
iiioit afcgroHaiva and porp'cxing way 
vvor bnhi'ld; nor coiiUI any oiiriuua or 
arirnlilio olLsorvcr (nlly ilo.-cilbo tho 
rt'lativo |>o(it'on of those organs; for if

that disgustod clork robutled tho little 
Knglialiroan'a teslimony witb: "Oh. 
nonsense! that was Mr. Holloway, the 
pninti'r; he'd have been glad onougli 
ti> tliiow both of h e oyea into the safe 
if they'd ooluo out straight; but ho 
wasn t even lookin' into iC (or bo sa d 
to me, when I give him the eo-logno,

"A paHaet woman nobly planned"—

forte. Hut although the Pbllpots Hiovo 
that deadly rosf^ctuble sort of people, 
"nn old New York family," lliebrnneli 
of Philpoti to wh'ch tlioy belonged had 
ontUvad it* money, if not Its useful- 
ness. It amoiintad to just so much to 
them. tb'S anti |lllty of doscont, that 
they owned the lionso Ihoy lived in. 
which the r erandfalher had kept in 
Ilia own hands, be ng the end liouao of 
a block he had liu It on tha last ro- 
maintng corner of the Ph lpot Manor. 
'I'lieir father had jast money enough t« 
livo on decently, and aumn of this was 
lost in hia bad uianiiguriinut; his two 
daughters and his gnm Idanghler now 
starved gentcolly on the roma ndor. 

I'rrhaps moru meat and milk would 
have rendered Kiigen'a luas olheroal 
and less bowileb ng; as it waa, sho 
could not exploit that wonderful beauty 
in society, for the prosaic reason tliat 
she could notnlTordlhe needful clothes. 
Slie had a pretly tasle in dross and do t 
lingers, and that reaomco of every 
luiidern heroine, a trunk in lha garret, 
was not altogothcr wanting.

As to Its drudgery- whatever has boon 
the case in the past when stumps were 
to be pulled and mortgages were to be 
lifted from almost every tieldi when it 
was a long way to market - and the 
buyer paid for produce in "trade." 
when almost all instruments were la- 
boriously hewn out at home or clunis - 
ly hammered out by the village blnck- 
sm 111— llioro is, happily, less drudgery 
on the farm now and loss need of it 
every year. Taking the year tbrougli, 
the working hours of a man on a farm 
nio no longer than those of tho section 
hand on the railwiiv, or the artisan in 
the shop who liad bis own gardeu to 
hoc before breakfast and a(ter supper. 
The busy lawyer and tho doctor in av- 
erage praotioo work longer and harder 
than the farmer. The grocer and the 
bookkeeper each sees less of his chil- 
dren in thoIr working hours than tho 
farmer, who sometimes envies . the 
above their "easy life." It must bo 
conceded, of course, that tho 

firolits of (arming are nut so 
urge on an average as those which 
are reali'icod by men who ' are 
successful in mcrcanlilo or professional 
life, but such as thoy are they are sur- 
er, twenty fold surer, at loost Largo 
prottts are always contingent to large 
risks. One must not expect the same 
r:ilo of interest from Government bonds 
as he does from miuuig stocks. Tlio 
wear aud tear, the iossus and defeats 
o( business men in the last ten years, 
havo been the experience that nofai'm- 
er need cover. Cities are full of men 
who had visions of a Imsine.ss success 
lhat would in monthly profits put to 
shamo the small prollts of a .(armer's 
lifetime. On the homo stretch of throe 
score aud ten thoy tind tliemselaes de- 
pendent for a livelihood on salaried po- 
»it'ous, which they hold by a dismally 
uncertain tenure, or the precarious 
commission of a canvassor or a eaiu- 
mei'ciat traveler. 

In comfort and income tlie lives they 
have led make a shabby working com- 
pared with what they might havejlone 
as farmers, and point an important 
moral for tho young men wbo are now 
debating whether they wiB turn tbeir 
backs on the farm and try their luok 
in the lottery ot Oity }Ut.—Baitgor

OKEATER THAN BEPORTKI). 

Skmi.in, \ov. lit.— Keliahlo reports 
rei'eived here, stale that the Servian 
I0...S at Silviiil/a yeslerday was three 
limes fiiealer lliaii that i,'iveu in the 
ollii'ial acnnints, and actually exceed 
the previous total loss since the out- 
break of hostilities. I'rince Alexan- 
dor was in the thick of tin,' liatlle 
from beginning to end. The Sei vian^ 
noticed that lie lirst rude a while 
horse and afterwards a brown horse. 
Uis bBllovod tlio white horse was 
shot from under him. 

Constantinople, Nov. 19.— Prince 
Alexander, In his request to the I'orle 
for.help, states that in eompllancc 
with the Snltan'k demind, helms 
withdrawn the Buicarlan troops from 
Eastern Rouinella. 

TO OATIIEK TME DEAD. 

Beuirade, Nov. '20.— It is nuuoicd 
that the proposed armistice is to en- 
able the two armies to gather their 
dead. The soldiers wounded in the 
recent flght are suffering spveroly 
from the inclemency of the weather, 
there being no habitations near. 

IIAVK BEroUI DISPIRITED. 
I.iiMiuv, \ov. '.'(J.— Dispatche- re- 
ceived hero Niate that the Servians 
have become dispirited over their re- 
cent reverses. The 15ul^,'ariaiis, on 
the other hand, have been amused to 
the highest pitch of enthusiasm by 
the example of Prince Alexander and 
the victories gained under his leader- 
ship. They liavc gradually driven 
hack the Servians' advance line until 
the Bulgarians' forward line ofeii- 
irenohment is wilhia Amiio of Dra- 
goman. In tlie ii|htiiig yesterday 
the Servian loss was 800 men killed 
and wounded. One of Prince Alex- 
ander's aides was killed during the 
brunt of yesterday's ensagoment. 

SUFFERING SOI.DIEIIS. 

London, Nov. 21. — Dispatches (1 cun 
SUvnilza state that only a few shots 
were exchanged between the Servians 
aud Uulgarians at the front yester- 
day. Prince Alexander intends to 
attack the Servian forces at Drago- 
man to-day, the weather pcrmitiliig. 
lioth sides are constantly hurrying 
reinforcements to the f-H>iit, The 
battlefield is still strewn with unat- 
tended dying aud dead soldier*, t The 
medical and ambulance corpi of both 
armies are wholly inadequalo to 
meet their presents want.s, aud many 
of the wounded who are unabhMo 
assist llieinselves are left lo perish 
where they fall. 

SERVIA MUST KETIIIE. 

St. PcTcnsBCito, Nov. 21-The Jour- 
nal De St. Petersburg in an editorial 
to-day says : Scrvia has no reason to 
continue the campaign now thai 
Prince Alexander has announced that 
he will evacuate ICastern Ruunielia. 
If King Milan persists in going lo Se- 
lla it will cost hiin more than he fore- 
saw, 'flie PowcMs, as the speech of 
Kiiiperor William at the opening of 
the Keielisiat; on 'riiursday indicated, 
have the ri^hl in >eciiie respect lor 
the treaties relatiii}; 10 ilie lialkan 
■States. 

Sofia, Nov. 22 —Diplomatic repre- 
sentatives here have been forbidden 
to send cipher telegrams. 

After a stiC battle this afternoon 
the Servians were driven out ol 
Dragoman Pass by Bulgarians, who 
then occupied the Pass. 



The Louisville Times has this to

Sexton William Claytor, ol the old 
Western cemetery, yesterday moiT- 
iiig made a iciiiari<ai>le discovery, 
wliilc exiiuiiiiiig tlie hody of Mrs. 
Catherine l.iebegott, whii h was bur- 
ied just six years ago. (.'la>lor rc- 
coiitly received orders from ilie id- 
lativos to take the boily from the 
grave and prepare It for inlernieiit 
ill Cave Hill. 

Mr. Claytor began the work of 
opening the frave. lli; coiiiiili'ied 
the excavation, and then called in 
the assistance of one of his laborers. 
The two endeavored to lift tlie colfiu, 
but were aslonislied to liiid liiey 
oould not move it. Mr. Claylor l all- 
ed I wo more assistautf,aud tlie united 
elVorls of the four men were barely 
suliicieiit to raise the casket from the 
Ki-ave. , , 

When placed on the ground ilic 
men found the top liad fallen in :iiid 
oxposeil the l';u-e of ihi' (nru|iiiut. An 
iiivcstigalion ii vi'uled lliut the bodj 
of Mrs. I.iebigoit was .■oiiiplelely 
pelrilied. Wlicii the lul liecanie 
known it created great excitement 
In the quiet neigliborlioo<l of the 
:)ld i ciiielery. The cnriosily of the 
residents was so great lliat a jiolice 
man was called to keep back llic 
crowd that gathered around the cof- 
Uii. The dead woman's son, Henry 
Lleliegott, was called, and came at- 
tended by his family. They made 
an exaiiiiiialioii of tlie petritied body, 
and agreed that the face was exai'lly 
as iu life. Several piiysiciaiis came 
to see tlie curious spectacle. They 
found the trunk, head and arms hard 
as flint, except In a few spots where 
the iietrifactiou apparently was not 
complete. The fin e was a peculiar 
grayish black. 1 lie .skin was mark- 
ed by a number of small depressions 
that gave the siibject the appearance 
of being pitted with amall-|>ox. The 
eye-sockets were empty, and the iiair, 
whicli retained its natural position, 
was gray. On tlic liiioat a sott spol 
was visible, on which an impression 
could be made willi the ringer. Tiic 
abdomen was also soft, bntclsewhere 
the body was coniplctelv iictrllled, 
and iiiiglit iiave been taken for a 
statue cut in greyish sloiie. 

The body was taken to Cave Hill 
coinetory,wliere it was interred. From 
a near ixdative of the deceased a his- 
tory of llie ease was oblaincd. 

Catlicrine Mobegolt was an unusu- 
ally lieallby (icrmaii, and lived witli 
licr son, Henry Liebegolt, who is a 
iiioider by trade, at his residence on 
Twciiticili street, between Market 
and Main. 

During the month of September, 
18SU, she was taken III willi pneii iiio- 
ia, and died altera sliort illness. Then 
liodv was given into tlic ( liargo ot 
(Jhr'is. Miller, tlio iiiiderlaker, who 
placed it on Ice. It was buried in 
the Western Cemetery two days after 
her death. 

Several down-lown piiysiciaiis are 
of the opinion liiat the iiody was not 
thoiouglilv petritied, but wu.s only 
covered by a deposit of carbonate of 
lime, which had seeped through the 
euffln and dripped on the body. This 
afterwcida hardened aud caused the 
appearance of petrifaction.

At 
the time of his marriage tiie young 
man takes another name, wliii li is 
called his married name. Peivons ot 
some position, ai students, gcnilc- 
iiicii, iiierclianli and those in olllcial 
stations may have an official iiamr, 
which they iisc on cards and in ligii- 
ing letters. The milk name, IfsuHl- 
clently elegant, may be used as the 
official name. Tiieii there is, iu ad 
dition, tiie nick name used among 
familiar friends when addressing 
cadi other In conversation or ijy 
writing. The unmarried man, iiow- 
ever, lius only his milk liaiiie. The 
laboring and ordinary classes havi' 
only ttic Milk iikarai and the married 
name.
